1 will fetch wine, and we will till 
ourselves with strong drink ; and to- 
morrow shall be as this day and 
mnch more abundant. — The wick- 
ed are like the troubled sea, when 
it cannot rest, whose waters cast up 
mire and dirt. There is no peace, 
saith my God, to the wicked. — 
They that observe lying vanities for- 
sake their own mercy. — And he 
said unto them, Ye are tliey which 
justify yourselves before men ; but

— Hear thou this, thou that 
art gi?en to plea^ufes, that dwell- 
est carelessly ; thou hast said, 
sone seeth me. — But ye hare sin- 
ned, and be sure your sin wili 
find you out.— I have called, and 
ye refused ; ye have set at nought 
all my counsel, and would none of 
my reproof: 1 also will laugh at 
your calamity; I will mock when

they despised all my reproof.

on such a nation as this ? Your sins 
have withholden good things from 
you. — Go to now, ye rich men, 
weep and howl for your miseries 
that shall come upon you. Your 
riches are Corrupted, and your gar-

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meiits are moth-eaten. Your gold 
and silver is cankered ; and the rust 
of them shall be a witness against 
you, and shall cut your flesh as it 
were fire.

Ye 
have lived in pleasure on the earth, 
and been wanton ; ye have nourish- 
ed your hearts, as in a day of slaugh- 
ter. — Behold, the day cometh, that 
shall burn as an oven ; and all the 
proud, yea, and all that do wickedly, 
shall be 8tubbl« : aud the day that 
Cometh shall burn them up, saith the 
Lord of hosts, that it shall leave 
them neither root nor branch.— 
And now also the axe is laid unto 
the root of the trees : therefore 
every tree which bringeth not forth 
good fruit is hewn down, and cast 
Jmi.

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intothefire^ — For the Lord knoweth 
all them that sin agarnsi him, and 
therefore delivereth he ihetn iJMito 
death and destruction. — The wicked 
is driven away in his wickedness, — 
God is angry with tlie wicked every 
day. — ^The wicked shall be turned 
into Hell, and all the nations that 
forget God, — Who can stand be- 
fore his indignation ? and who can 
abide in the fierceness of his anger } 
his fury is poured out like fire, and 
the rocks are thrown down by him ; 
and while they are drunken as drunk- 
ards, they shall be devoured as stub- 
ble fully dry. — As therefore the 
tares are gathered and burned in 
the fire ; so shall it be in the end of 
this world. The Son of man shall

— What hath pride pi*o- 
ffled us ? or what good hath riches 
with our vaunting brought us ? all 
those things are passed away like 
a shadow, and as a post that hasteth 
by ; and as a ship that passeth over 
the waves of the water, which wlien 
it is gone by, the trace thereof can- 
not be found, neither the path way 
of the keel in the waves. The hope 
of the ungodly is like dust that is 
blown away with the wind. — For 
there is nothing covered, that shall 
not be revealed ; neither bid, that 
shall not be known. — ^The wrath 
of God is revealed from heaven 
against all ungodliness and unrigh- 
teousness of men, who hold the truth

and wrath) tribulation and anguisLi^ 
upon every soul of man that tloeth 
evil.— For we must all appear be- 
fore the judgment seat of Christ ;

good or bad, — The Lord Jesus 
shall be revealed from Heaven with 
his mighty angels, Jn flaming fire 
taking vengeance on them that 
know not God, and that obey not 
Rom. i. 18. R3m. ii. 2—9. 2 Car. v. 10.

ilie Gospel of our Lord Jesns 
Christ: Who shall be punished 
with everlasting destruction from 
the presence of the Lord, and from 
the glory of his power.— Because 
they received not the love of the 
truth, that they might be saved. . 
And for this cause God shall send 
them strong delusion, that they 
should believe a lie. — And if the 
righteous scarcely be saved, where 
shall the ungodly and the sinner ap- 
pear ? — God spared not the angels 
that sinned, but cast them down to 
hell, and delivered them into chains 
of darkness to be reserved unto 
judgment ; and spared not the old 
world, but saved Noah the eighth 
person, a preacher of righteousness, 
bringing in the flood upon the world 
S That, i. 7—9. 2 Tkei. H. 10, 11. 1 Pet. W. 18, 
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of ttie Bng^odlyi; and turning the 
<cilie$ of Sodom and Gomorrah into 
Asbes condemned them with an over- 
throw, making them an easample 
unto those that after should live un- 
godly. — It is a fearful thing to 
fall into the hands of the living 
God. — And 1 saw the dead, smadl 
and great, stand before God ; add 
the books were opened : and ano- 
ther book was opened, which is the 
book of life: and the dead were 
Judged out of those things which were 
.written in the books, according iao 
their works. And whosoever was 
not found written in the book of

And the kings of the earth, and the 
great men, and the rich men, and the

For etery one that doeth evil 
bateth the light, neither cometh to 
tife light, lest his deeds should be 
reproved. He that believeth not 
the Son shall not see life ; hot the 
wrath of God abideth on him. — 
Ye have not his word abiding in 
you ; for whom he hath sent, him ye 
believe not. Ye will not come to 
me, that ye might faavelife — I am the 
way, and the truth, and the life ; no 
man cometh unto the Father, but by

Then came Jesus forth, wearing the 
crown of thorns, and the purple 
robe. And Pilate saith unto them. 
Behold tbe man ! When the chief 
priests therefore and officers saw 
John zTiii, 1^-38. 
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bin, tbey cried out, sayiHg^ertrnfy 
bun, cruoify bim. We have a biw» 
and by par kw be oagbt to die, be- 
cause be made Umself tbe Sum of 
God. PUate saitb uoto tbem, sball 
I crucify your kiof ? tbe chief pciest 
aaawered, we have no king but Ce^ 
sar. Tbea delivered be bim there- 
fore uuto them tor be crucified. And 
tbey took Jesus, and led bim away. 
And crucified bim, aud two otber 
with bim, on either side one, and 
Jestts in tbe midst. — ^And one of the 
malefactors which were hanged rail- 
ed on him, saying. If thou be Cbrist, 
save thyself and us. But the other 
answeting rebuked bim, saying. 
Post not thou fear God, seeing thou 
art in the same condemnation ? and 
we iB4ced justly ; for we receive 
Jokn xix. 9—18 
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th€ due reward of our deeds : but 
this man hath dooe nothing amiss* 
And he said unto Jesus, Lord, re- 
member me when thou comest 
into thy kingdom. And Jesus said 
unto him, Verily I say unto thee, to 
day shalt tliou foe with me in para- 
dise.— And the scripture was fulfil- 
led, which saith. And he was num- 
bered with the transgressors.-^Tfaen 
the soldiers, when they had crucified 
Jesus, took his garments, and made 
four parts to ^very soldier a pi^ t ; 
and also his coat ; now tlie coat was 
without seam woven from the top 
throughout. Tliey said therefore 
among themselTes, let us not rend 
it, but cast lots for it, whose it shall 
be : tliat the serq>tnre might be ful- 
filled; which saith, they parted my 

i^Hkcxiui. 39-43. BfatkxT.28, 
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raiment among tiiem, and fpr my 
Testure they did cast lots. After 
this, Jesus kaowing that all tbings 
^^e now accomplished^ that the 
scripture migH be fulfilledi saith^. 
I ihirsU And tbey filled a sponge 
mch vinegar^and put it to bis mouth. 
Wbeu Jesus therefore had received 
the vinegar, he snd, it is fiuished ; 
and he bowed bis bead, aud gave up 
the ghost. The Jews therefore, 
1>eeattse it was the preparation^ that 
the bodies should not remcun upon 
the cross on the sabbatli day^ be* 
sooght Pilate that their legs might 
be brol^ni and that they might be 
taken away. Then came the sol- 
diers, and brake the legs of the first, 
and of the other : But when they 
came to Jesus, and saw that* he 
was dead already, they brake not 
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tai« legs : But one ef tke 9«rt4iers 
^thh a speur pierced his side, llbese 
iMn^ were clone, that the scr^tnre 
might be ftilAltedy a bone of him 
shall not be broken. AoA again 
another scriptare saith, they shall 
look on him ^vtiom they pierced. 
And i^r this, Jos^h of Ariaia* 
thea, a diseiple of Jesas^ besoagtit 
Pilate that he tnight take away the 
body of J^us : and Pilate gave him 
leaTe. Then took they the body of 
JesQs, and laid it in a new sq[>ttl« 
chre, wherein was nerer yet man 
laid.--Then the chief priest a«4 
Pharisees cav^e together onto Pt« 
late, saying, comiBand that the se- 
pulchre be made snre, seaKng 
the stone, and setting a wstcfa. — 
And^ behold, the veil of the temf^ 
Jobo six. SS^l. Mat. kxfii. 62-66. 
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was rent in twain from the top to 
the bottom : and t)ie earth did 
quake, and the rocks rent ; And 
the grai^es were opened ; and many 
bodies of the saints which slept 
arose, and came oat of the grayes 
after his resnrrectton, and went in- 
to the holy city, and appeared unto 
many. — In the etid of the sabbath, 
as it began to dawn toWard th^ 
first day of the week, eame Mary 
Magdalene and the other Mary to 
see the sepulchre* And, behold, 
there was a great earthquake : for 
the angel of the Lord descended 
from heaven, and came and rolled 
back the stone from the door, and 
gat upon it. And the angel saSd 
unto the women. Fear not ye : for 
I know that ye seek Jesus, which' 
Mat. xxviU 51-55. 
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Mras crucified. He is not here ; for 
he is risen, as he said. Come, see 
the place where the Lord lay. And 
go quickly, and tell his disciples 
that he is risen from the dead ; and, 
behold, he goeth before you into 
Galilee ; there shall ye see him : 
lo, 1 have told you. And as they 
Vfeut to tell his disciples, behold, 
Jesus met them, saying, All haiK 
And they came and held him by the 
feet, and worshipped him. Then 
said Jesus unto them, Be not 
afraid: go tell my brethren that 
they go into Galilee, and there shall 
they see me. — Then the same day 
at evening, being the first day of 
the week, when the doors were 
shut where the disciples were as- 
sembled for fear of the Jews, came 

Mat. xxviii. 1—10. 
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Jesus* and stood in the midst, and 
saith unto thera, Peace be unto 
you. And wben he had so said, 
he shewed unto them his hands and 
his side. Then were the disciples 
glad, when they saw the Lonl. 
Then said Jesus to them ai^aiii, 
Peace be unto you ; as my Father 
hath sent me, even so send I you. 
And when he had said this, he 
breathed on them, and saith unto 
them. Receive ye the Holy Ghos>t. 
— And he led them out as far as to 
Bethany, and he lifted up his hands, 
and blessed them. And it came to 
pass, while' he blessed them, he 
was parted from them, and carried 
up into heaven. And they wor- 
shipped him, and returned to Je- 
rusalem with great joy. — Him hath 

Jobnxz. 19—22. Luke xxiv. 50—52 
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God exalted with his. right hand to 
b6 a Prince and a Saviour, for to 
give repentance to Israel, and for- 
giveness of sins. And we are his 
witnesses of these things ; and so 
is also the Holy Ghost, whom God 
hath given to them that obey him. 
—To him give all the prophets 
witness, that through his name 
whosoever believeth in him shall 
receive remission of sins.-^God, 
who at sundry times, and in divers 
manners spake in time past unto 
the fathers by the prophets, hath in 
these last days spoken unto us by 
his Son, whom he hath appointed 
heir of all things, by whom also he 
made the worlds ; who being the 
brightness of his glory, and the 
express image of his person, and 
Acts V. 31, S2. Actaz. 43. 
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Upholding all thiogs by. the word 
of his power, when he had by him^ 
self purged our sins, sat down on 
the right hand of the Majesty on 
high ; Being made so much better 
than the angels, as he hath by 
inheritance obtained a more excel* 
lent name than they. For unto 
which of the angels said he at any 
time, Thou art my Son, this day 
have I begotten thee ? And again, 
I will be to him a Father, and he 
shall be to me a Son ? And again, 
when he bringeth in the first-begot- 
ten into the world, he saith. And 
let all the angels of God worship 
him. And of the angels he saith, 
Who maketh his angels spirits, and 
his ministers a flame of fire. But 
unto the Son he saith, Thy throne, 
O God, fs for ever and ever : a 
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sceptre of righteousness is the 
sceptre of thy kingdom.— Who be- 
ing in the form of God, thought it 
not robbery to be equal with God : 
But made himself of no reputation^ 
and took upon him the form of a 
servant, and was made in the like- 
ness of men : And being found in 
fashion as a man^ he humbled him- 
self, aud became obedient unto 
death, ev^n the death of the cross. 
Wherefore God also hath highly 
exalted him, and given him a name 
which is above every name: That 
at the name of Jesus every knee 
should bow, of things in heaven, and 
things in earth, and things under 
the earth; ^nd that every tongue 
should confess th^t Jesus Christ is 
Lord, to the glory of God the Father. 
Heb. U 1-8. Phil. ii. 6-11.

Be it known unto you, therefore, 
men and brethren, that through this 
man is preached unto you, the for- 
giveness af sins : and by him all 
that believe are justified from all 
things, from which ye could not be 
justified by the law of Moses. — ^For 
what the law could not do, in that 
it was weak through the flesh, God 
sending his own Son in the likeness 
of sinful flesh,-andfor sin, condem- 
ned sin in the flesh : that the righ- 
teousness of the law might be fulfll* 
led in us, who walk not after the 
flesh, but after the spirit. — ^And all 
things are of Grod, who bath recon*^ 

Acts xiii. 38, 39. Rom. Tiii. 3,4. i 
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died us to himself by Jesus Christ, 
to vfii, that God was in Christ, re- 
conciliDg the world unto himself, 
not imputing their trespasses unto 
them. For he hath made him to be 
sin for us, who knew no sin ; that 
we might be made the righteous- 
ness of God in him. — Even the righ- 
teousness of God which is by faith 
of Jesus Christ unto all and upon 
all them that believe : for there is 
no difference : for all have sinned, 
and come short of the glory of Gk)d. 
Being justified freely by his grace 
througlt the redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus : whom God hath set 
forth to be a propitiation through 
faith in his blood, to declare his 
righteousness for the remission of 
sins tha.t are past, through the for - 

2 Cor. V. 18-21, 
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bearance of God ; to declare^ I say, 
at this time his righteousness : that 
he might be just, and the justifier 
of him which believeth in Jesus. — 
Who was delivered for our offen- 
ces, and was raised again for our 
justification. — ^Therefore being jus- 
tified by faith, we have peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. God commeudeth his love 
toward us, in that, while we were 
yet sinners, Christ died for us ; 
much more then, being now justified 
by his blood, we shall be saved from 
wrath through him. For if, when 
we were enemies, we were reconci- 
led to God by the death of his Son, 
much more, being reconciled, we 
shall be saved by his life« And 
not •nly so, but we also joy in God 

Bom. iiu 22—26. Rom. iv. 25;. 
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through oHF Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom we have uow received, the 
atonement. — Knowing that a man 
is not justified by the works of the 
law, but by the faith of Jesus 
Christ, even we have believed in 
Jesus Christ, that we might be 
justified by the faith of Christ, and 
not by the works of the law : for by 
the works of the law shall no flesh 
be justitied. I do not frustrate the 
grace of God : for if righteousness 
couie by the law, then Christ is 
dead in vain.-— That no man is jus- 
tified by the law in the sight of God, 
it is evident : for, the just shall live 
by faith : and the law is not of faith : 
Christ bath redeemed us from the 
curse of the law, being made a curse 
for us.— For by grace are ye saved 

Kom. v.l— 11. Gal. ii. 16-51. Gal. iii. 11. 13. 
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tbrough faith ; and thai not of your- 
selves ; it is the ^ift of God : not 
of works, lest any man should boast. 
But noiv in Christ Jesu<« ye who 
sometimes were far off are made 
nigh by the blood of Christ. Fur 
he is our peace, who hath made both 
one, and hath broken down the mid- 
dle wall of partition between us : 
now therefore ye are no more stran- 
gers and foreigners, but fellow citi- 
zens with the saints, and of the 
household of God, and are built 
upon the fouiidation of the apostles 
and prophets, Jesus Christ himself 
being tiiechiefcorner stone; in whom 
all thebuilding fitly framed together 
gruweth uiito an holy temple in the 
Lord : In whom ye also are builded 
together for an habitation of God 
J5ph. ii. 8~2J. 
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thraugh the spirit — Being coDii- 
dent of this very thing, that he vtrhieh 
have begun a good work in you will 
perform it until the day of Jesus 
Christ. — Blessed be the God and 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
which according to his abundant 
mercy hath begotten us again unto 
a lively hope by the resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ from the dead, 
to an inheritance incorruptible, and 
undefiled, and that fadeth not away, 
reserved iu heaven for you, who are 
kept by the power of God through 
faith unto salvation ready to be re- 
vealed in the last time. — Behold, I 
lay in Sion a chief corner-stone, 
elect, precious : and he that believ- 
eth on liim sliall not be confounded. 
Unto you therefore which believebe 

PWl.i.fi. lPeta.S-5. 
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is precious. — And this is the record, 
that God hath given to us eternal 
life, and this life is in his Son. He 
that hath the Son hath life ; and he 
that hath not the Son of God, hath 
not life. These things have J writ- 
ten unto you that believe on (he 
name of the Son of God ; that ye 
may know that ye have eternal life, 
and that ye may believe on the name 
of the Son of God ; and we know 
that the Son of God is come, and 
hath given us an understanding, 
that we may know him that is true, 
and we are in him that is true, even 
in his Son Jesus Christ. This is 
the true God, and eternal life. — 
In whom we have redemption 
through his blood, even the forgive- 
ness of sins : for by him were all 
lPet.il. 6, 7. IJohDT.ll-^O. 
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things created, that are in heaven, 
and that are in earth, visible and 
invisible, whether they be thrones, 
or dominions,* or principalities, or 
powers : all things were created by 
him, and for him : and he is before 
all things, and by him all things 
consist : and he is the head of the 
body, the church ! who is the be- 
ginning, the first born from the 
dead ; that in all things he might 
have the pre-eminence : for it 
pleased the Father that in him 
should all fulness dwell. And, 
having made peace through the 
blood of his cross, by him to recon- 
cile all things unto himself; by 
iiim, I say, whether they be things 
in earth, or things in heaven. And 
you, that were sometime alienated, 
and enemies in your mind by wick* 
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ed works, yet now hath he reconci- 
led,Iu the body of his flesh through 
death, to present you holy, and un- 
blamable, and unreprovable in his 
si^ht ; If ye continue in the faith 
grounded and settled, and be not 
moved away from the hope of the 
gospel.-^ln this was manifested 
the love of God toward us, because 
that God [sent his only begotten 
Son into the world, that we might 
live through him. Herein is love, 
not that we loved God, but that he 
loved us, and sent his Son to be 
the propitiation for our sins. — 
Those things, whicli God beforehad 
shewed by tbe mouth of all his pro- 
phets, that Christ should suffer, he 
hath so fulfilled. — Christ being 
come an high priest of good things 
Col. 1. 14— 23. lJohaiv.9,10. Acts Ui. 18, 
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to come, by a greater and more 
perfect taberoacley not made with 
hands, that is to say, not of this 
building ; neither by the blood of 
goats and calves, but by his own 
blood he entered in once into the 
holy place, having obtained eternal 
redemption for us. And for this 
cause he is the Mediator of the new 
testament, that by means of death, 
for the redemption of the trans- 
gressions that were under the first 
testament, they which are called 
might receive the promise of eter- 
nal inheritance. And without shed- 
ding of blood is no remission. But 
now once in the end of the world 
hath he appeared to put away sia 
by the sacrifice of himself. — Neither 
is there salvation in any other : for 
Hcb. ix. 11—26. 
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there is none other name under 
lieaven given among men, whereby 
we must be saved. — We are sanc- 
tified through the offering of the 
body of Jesus Christ once for alU 
For by one offering he hath per- 
fected for ever them that are sanc- 
tified. — Christ also hath loved us, 
and hath given himself for us an 
^fiering and a sacrifice to God, for 
a sweet smelling savour. Christ 
loved the church, and gave him- 
self for it. — Thus it is written, and 
thus it behoved Christ to suffer, 
and to rise from the dead the third 
day : and that repentance and re- 
mission of sins should be preached 
in his name among all nations. — 
Who was delivered for our offences. 

Acts i?. 12. Hcb.x. 10-14. Eph.v.2. 23. 
L>»ike xidr. 46, 47. 
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and was raised again for our jus- 
tification. — Christ once suiTered 
for sins, the just for the unjust, 
that he might brinc^ us to God. — 
Who his own self bare our sins in 
his own body on the tree, that we, 
being dead to sins, should live un- 
to righteousness : by whose stripes 
ye were healed. — There is there- 
fore now no condemnation to them 
which are in Christ Jesus, who 
walk not after tlie flesh, but after 
the spirit. For the law of the 
spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath 
made me free from the law of sin 
and deaths — And you, that were 
Sometime alienated and enemies in 
your mind by wicked works, yet 
now bath he reconciled in the body

If ye 
contimie in the faith grounded and 
settled, and be not moved away 
from the hope of the gospel. — ^Who 
hath saved u§, and called us with 
an holy calling, not according to 
our works, but according to hi» 
own purpose and grace, which was 
given us in Christ Jesus before the 
world began. — Not by works of 
righteousness which we have donef 
but according to his mercy he sav- 
ed us, hy the washing of regenera* 
tion, and the renewing of the Holy 
Ghost ; which he shed on us abun^ 
dantly through Jesus Christ our 
Saviour; That beiag justified by

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his grace, vfe should be made heirs 
according to the hope of. eternal 
life. — For In him dwelleth all the 
fulness of the Godhead bodily. 
And ye are complete in him, which 
19 the head of all principalUy aud 
power, — For both he that sanctifi* 
eth and they that are sanctified are 
all of one ; for which cause he is * 
not ashamed to call them brethren : 
FcM'asmnch then as the children 
are partakers of flesh ami blood, 
he also himself likewise took part 
of the 3ame ; that through death, 
he might destroy him that had the • 
power of death, that is, the devil ;• 
And deliYer them who through ■ 
feat of death were all their life time 
subject to bondage. * For verily he 
took not on him the nature, of

of eternal salvation unto all them 
that obey him. — Wlierein God, 
willing more abundantly to shew 
unto the heirs of promise the im- 
mutability of his counsel, confirmed 
it by an oath ; that by two immu- 
table things, in which it was im- 
possible for God to lie, we might 
have a strong consolation, who 
have fled for refuge to lay hold 
upon the hope set before us : which 
Hcb.a.U-17. Hcb.T. ^ 
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bope we have as an anchor of the 
soul, both sure and stedfast, and 
which entereth into that within the 
veil ; whither the forerunner is for 
us entered, even Jesus, made an 
high priest for ever after the order 
of Melchisedec. — Who is gone ia- 
to heaven, and is on the right hand 
of God ; angels and authorities 
and powers being made subject 
unto him. — ^These are written, that 
ye might believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God ; and that 
believing ye might have life through 
his name. — Unto him that loved 
us, and washed us from our sins in 
his own blood, and hath made us 
kings and priests unto God and his 
Father ; to him be glory and domi-

Shall tribula- 
tion, or distress, or persecution, 
or femine, or nakedness, or peril, 
or sword ? As it is written, for thy 
sake we are killed all the day long ;

slaughter, N^y. in aU tbese things 
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we are more than coDquerers, 
through him that loved us. For I 
am persuaded that- neither death, 
nor life, nor angels, nor principali- 
ties, nor powers, nor things present, 
nor things to come, nor height, nor 
depth, nor any other creature, shall 
be able to separate us from the 
love of God, which ts in Christ 
Jesus our Lord. — There hath no 
temptation taken you, but such as 
is common to man: but GU)d is 
faithful, who will not suffer you to 
be tempted above that ye are able : 
but will with the temptation also 
make a way to escape, that ye may 
be able to bear it. — ^And our hope of ' 
you is steadfast, knowing that as ye 
are partakers of the suflferings, so 
shall ye be also of the consolation ; 
Ron. yiU. 92-38* lCi>#.z.]3. 
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far we would not, brethren, have 
you ignoraat of our trouble which 
came to us in Asia, that we were 
pressed out of measure above 
strength, insomuch that we des- 
paired even of life. But we had 
the sentence of death in ourselves, 
that we should not trust in our- 
selves, but in God, which raiseth 
the dead. Who delivered us from 
90 great a death, and doth deliver ; 
in whom we trust, that he will yet 
deliver us. For all the promises 
of God in him are yea, and in him 
amen, unto the glory of God by us. 
Now he which stablisheth us with 
you in Christ, and hath anointed 
us is God : who hath also sealed 
us, and given the earnest of the^ 
spirit in our hearts.— For God wbi* 
2 CJor. i, 7—^. 
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eommanded tke light to shine dit 
of darkness, hath shined in our 
hearts, to give the light of ^he 
knowledge of the glory of Got. 
the face of Jesus Christ. But we 
have this treasure in earthen ves- 
tels, that Hie excellency of the 
power may be of God, and not of 
us. We are troubled on every side, 
yet not distressed ; we are perplex- 
ed, but not in despair ; persecuted, 
but not forsaken ; cast down, but 
not destroyed* Alv^ays beariug 
about in the body, the dying of the 
Lord Jesus, that the life also of 
Jesus might be made manifest in 
our body. For we which live are 
always ddivered unto death for 
Jesus* sake, that the life also of 
Jesus might be made manifest in 
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dur mortal flesli. — ^Xo man should 
be moved by these afflictions, for 
yourselves know that we are ap« 
pointed thereunto : for verily, when 
we were with you, we told you be^^ 
fore that we should suffer tribula- 
tion, even as ijt came to pass, aitd 
ye know* — But ye, brethren, are 
not in darkness, that that day 
should overtake you as a thief.

— Continue in prayer, and 
watch in the same with thanks- 
givinfT.— And when thou prayest^ 
thou Shalt not be as the bypooiites 
are : Smt they love to pray stand* 
lAg in the sysagegues, and in the 
comers of the streets, that they 
may be seen of men. YerHy I say 
unto you, they haTe their reward. 
But when ye pray, use n0t Taia 
repetitions, as tbe heathen do : for

passes : but if ye do not forgive, 
nether will your Father which is in 
heaven, forgive yoiur trespasses.-— 
If my people which are called by 
my name, shall humble th^mseWes, 
and pray, and seek my face, and 
turn from their wicked ways ; then 
will I hear from heaven, and will 
forgive their nn, and will heal their ' 
kmd. — He shall pray unto God,

aloud : and he shall hear my voice- 
— In tiie day of my trouble T will 
call upon thee : for thou wilt an- 
swer me. — In my distress 1 cried 
unto the Lord, and he heard me.-~^ 
Call unto me, and I will answer 
thee, and shew thee great and 
mighty things, which thou knowest 
not. — What man is there of you, 
whom if his son ask bread, will he

In every thing give 
thanks : for this is the will of God 
in Christ Jesus concerning, you.— 
And the Lord direct your hearts 
into the love of God, and into tlie 
patient waiting for Christ.— If any 
of you lack wisdom, let him adi of 
God, that giveth to all men liberal- 
ly, and upbraideth not ; and it shall 
be given him. But let him ask in 
faith, nothing wavering. For be 
that wav«reth is like a wave of the

— For the Lord God 
is a sun and shield : the Lord will 
give grace and glory : no good 
thing will he withhold from them 
that walk uprightly. — He will re- 
gard the prayer of the destitute^ 
and not despise their prayer. — For 
as the heaven is high above the 
earth, so great is his mercy toward 
them that fear him. As _far as the 
east is from the west, so far hath he 
removed our transgressions from 
us. Like as a father pitieth bk

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children, so the Lord piiieUf them 
that fear him« For he knoweth 
•ur frame; he remembereth that 
we are dust. Tlie mercy of the 
Lord is from everlasting to ever- 
lasting upon them tlmt fear him, 
and his righteousness unto chil- 
dren's children. — The Lord is my 
portion, saith my soul ; therefore 
will 1 hope in him. Tiie Lord is 
good unto them that wait for him, 
to the soul that seeketh ium. For 
the Lord will not cast off for ever. 
— He sent redemption unto his 
people : he bath commanded his 
covenant for ever ; holy and reve- 
rend is his name. — Behold, as the 
eyes of servants look unto the hand . 
of their masters, and as the eyes of 
a maiden unto the hand of her mis- 
Pa, ciii.^u— 17, Lara. iil. 24 '31. Ps. cxi. 9. 
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tress : so our eyes w&it upon the 
Lord our God, until that he have 
mercy upon us. — The Lord is nigh 
unto all them that -call upon him, 
to all that call upon him in truth.-*-^ 
The Lord taketh pleasure in them 
that fear him, in those that hope m 
kis mercy. — For a small moment 
have I forsaken thee: but Vfiih 
g^reat mercies will 1 gather thee«. 
In a little wratli I hid my face fron> 
thee for a moment ; but with ever- 
lasting kindness will I have mercy 
on thee, saith the Lord thy redeem* 
er. For the mountains shall de- 
part, and the hills be removed ; 
but my kindness shall not depart 
from thee, neither shall the cove-^ 
nant of my peace be removed, saith 
the Lord that hath mercy on theev. 
Ps. cxxiii. 2. Ps. cilv. J8. JPs. cxImIkUk 
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^^'-And the Lord, whom ye seek, 
'Shall suddenly eome to his temple, 
even the messenger of the eoye* 
nant, whom ye delight in; behold, 
he shall come, saith the Lord of 
hosts. And they shall be mine in 
that day when I make up my jew- 
els ; and I will spore them, as a 
man spareth his own son that serv- 
eth him. — I said not unto the seed 
€i Jacob seek ye ifte in yaia« — 
Whatsoever is brought upon thee 
take cheerfully, and be patient when 
thpu art changed to a low estate* 
For gold is tried in the fire, and 
fteeeptable men in the furnace of 
adv^sity« Look at the genera- 
tions of old, and see : did ever any 
trust in the Lord, and was eon- 
lounded ? Or did any abide in hts 
Isa.Uv.?— 10. Mai. iU. 1.17. Isa. xlv. 19. 
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fear and \vas forsaken? Or whom 
did he ever d^pise, that called up- 
on him? For the Lord is full of 
compassion and merey, long-suffer- 
ing, and yery pitiful, and forgiveth 
sins, and saveth in time of af- 
fliction. — And thus consider ye 
throughout all ages, that none that' 
put their trust in him shall he oyer- 
come. — And Jesus spake a parable 
unto them to this end, that men 
ought always to pray, and not to 
faint ; saying, there was in a city a 
judge, which feared not God, nei- 
ther regarded man : and tiiere was 
a widow in that dty ^ and she came 
unto him, saying, avenge roe of 
mine adversary. And he would 
not for a while : but afterward he 
•aid witbia Umself, though I fear 
£cele8. it 4^11. lMac.lL61. 
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not God, nor regard men ; yet be- 
cause this \tidaw troubleth me, 1 
M-ill avenge her, lest by h«r conti- 
nual coming she weary me. And 
the Lord s^aid, hear what the un- 
just judge saidi. And shall not 
God avenge his own elect, which 
cry day and night unto him, though 
he bear long with them ? I tell you, 
that he will avenge them speedily* 
— Likewise the sjnrit also helpeth 
orur infirmities: for we know not 
what we sbould pray for as we 
aught: bat the gpirit itself maketh 
intercession for us with groanings^ 
which cannot be uttered. And he 
that searcheth the hearts knowetlr 
what is the mind of the spirit, be- 
cause he maketh intercession for 
the saints according to the will of 

Luke, xviir. 1—8. 
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Crod. — For ye know the grace of 
ear Lord Jesus Christ, that, 
though he was rich, yet for your 
sakes he became poor, that ye^ 
through his poverty might be ricb. 
— And lest I shoutd be esaUed 
aboTe measure through the abun- 
dance of the revelations, there was 
given to me a tliornin the flesh, the 
messenger of satan to buffet me, 
lest I should be exalted above mea* 
sure. For this' thing I besought 
the Lord thrice, that it migrht de« 
part from me. And he said unto 
me, my grace is sufficient for thee r 
for my strength is mskie perfect in 
weakness. Most gladly therefore 
will 1 rather glory in my infirmtties, 
that the power of Christ may rest

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upoB me. — Let us therefore come 
boldly uRto the throne of g^mce, that 
we may obtain mercy; aad find 
grace to help in time of need, — 
But witttout faith, it is impossible 
to please him : for he that cometh 
to God, must believe that he is, and 
that he is a revvarder of them that 
diligently seek him. By faith 
Abraham, when he was called to go 
out into a place which he should af- 
ter receive for an inheritance, obey- 
ed ; and lie went out> not knowing 
wbttlier he went : for he looke<l for 
a ci^y which hath foundations, 
whose builder and maker is GU>d. — 
My brethren, count it all joy when 
ye fall into divers temptations: 
knowing this, Uiat tlie trying of 
your faith worketh patience ; but 
Heb.iv.l6« Heb.xi.6-10. 
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let paiienoe have her perfeei work, 
iiMLi ye may be perfect aod eotire, 
wanting niothing. — Be patienl^ 
therefore, brethren u»lo the eam- 
ing of the Lord : bddoUl the bus* 
bandman waiteth for the precious 
fruit of the earth ; and hath long 
patience for it, until lie receive the 
early and latter rain : be ye also 
patient, stablish your hearts ; for 
the coming of the Lord draweth 
nigh» Take my brethren the pro- 
phets, who have spoken in the name 
of the Lord, for an example of suf- 
fering, affliction, and of patience. 
Behold we count them happy which 
endure. Ye have heard of the pa- 
tience of Job, and have seen the 
end of the Lord, that the Lord is 
very pitiful, and of tender mercy. — 
James i, 2—4. James v. 7— H. 
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The eyes of the Lord are over the 
righteous, aiul his ears are opea 
unto their prayers : anit who is he 
that will barm yoo, if ye foe follow-^ 
ers of that which is good ?

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CHAP. VI. 

ENCOIJRAr.EMENT AND PHOMISES, LNDER 
PERSBCLTION. 



Blessed are they which arc per- 
secuted, for rig^hteoiisness^ sake; 
for theirs is the kingdom of licaveii. 
Rejoice and be exceeding glad, for 
great is your reward in heaven, for 
so persecuted they the prophets, 
which were before you. — And the 
Lord said, I have surely seen (lie 
aflliction of my people, which areiu 
Egypt, and have heard their cry by 
reason of their task -masters, for I 
know their sorrows : and I am 
come down to deliver them out of 
the hand of the Egyptians ; and to 

Mal.T. lo-ii. 
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bring them up out of that land, 
unto a good land and a large, unto 
a land, flowing with milk and 
honey. — And I have also heard the 
gfMuing of the children of Israel ; 
and I have remembered my cove- 
nant. Wherefore, say unto the 
children of Israel, I am the Lord, 
and I will bring you out, from 
under the burdens of the Egyp- 
tians : and I will redeem you with 
a stretched out arm, and with great 
judgments. And I will take you 
to me for a people ; and I will be 
to you a God, and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord your God.— 
And Moses said unto the people, 
fear ye not, stand still, and see the 
salvation of the Lord. The Lord 
shall fight for you ; and ye shall 
Exod. iii. 7, 8. Exod. vi. 5—7. 
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liold your peace. And the An^el 
of God, which went before th^ 
eamp of Israe), remoyed and went 
behind them : aind it came between 
the camp of the Egyptians, and 
tlie camp of Israel ; and it was a 
cloud and darkness to them : but 
it gave light by night to these : so 
that the one came not near the 
other all the night. And Moses 
stretched out his hand over the 
sea ; and the Lord caused the sea 
to go back, by a strong east wind 
all that night ; and made -the sea 
dry land, and Uie waters were 
divided. And the children of Israel 
went into the midst of the sea, up^ 
on dry ground ; and the waters 
were a wall unto them, on their 
right hand, and on their left, — 

Exod. xlv. IS— 2?. 
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Thea sang Moses and tlie cbildren 
of Israel, this song unto the Lord, 
and spake saying, the Lord is ray 
strength, and song ; and he is be- 
come my salvation. Thy right 
band, O Lord, is become gloiious 
ill power: and in the greatness of 
thine excellency, thou hast over- 
thrown them that rose up against 
thee: thou sentest forth thy wrath 
which consumed them as stubble* 
Who is like unto thee, O Lord, 
among the Go4s ? Who is like thee, 
glorious in holiness, fearful in 
praises, doing wonders. Thoii in 
thy mercy hast led forth the people 
which thou bast redeemed ; thou 
bast guided them in thy strength, 
ynto thy holy habitation. Fear 
and dread shall fall upon them, 
by the greatness of thine arm ; they 
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shall be as still as a stone, till thy 
people pass oyer, O Lord, till the 
people pass orer ^hich tboa hast 
purchased : thou sbalt bring them 
in, and plant them in the moun-« 
tain of thine inheritance, in the 
place, O Lord, which thou hasi 
made, for them to dwell in. The 
Lord shall reign for ever and ev«r. 
For the horse of Pharaoh, went in 
with his chariots, and with bis 
horsemen into the sea; and the 
Lord brought again the waters of 
the sea upon them : but the chil- 
dren of Israel went on dry land, in 
the midst of the sea. — Then I said 
unto you, dread not, neither be 
afraid of them ; The Lord your 
God which goeth before you, he 
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shall fight for you. — For thou trrt 
an holy people, unto the Lord thy 
God ; the Lord thy God htith cho- 
sen thee to be a special people unto 
hims^elf, above all people that apre 
upon the face of the earth. The 
liOrd did not set his love upon you^ 
nor choose * you because ye were 
more' in number than any people : 
for ye were the fewest of all peo-^ 
pie. But becrtuse the h6td*\6ved 
you, and because he would keep 
the oath which he had ST^om uiitt^ 
your fathers, hath the Lord brought 
you out with a mighty hand, and 
redeemed you out of tlie house of 
bondmen. Know therefore that 
the Lord thy God, he is God, the 
faithful God which keepeth cove- 
nant and mercy, with them that 
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fere him afid keep bis cQiitmaiidt> 
MientSy ta a thousand genepations^ 
—-Therefore shall ye lay up these 
viy words> iu y^mr heart, and us 
yonr sonli and bind them for a 
sign upon your band, that they 
may bo as froDtlets' between your 
eyes. And ye shall ' teaeli them 
your ehildren,. spe^kii^g of them 
vrbeo thou sittest iu thine house, 
and when thou walkest by tlie way ; 
>vhen tbou li^st down, and when 
.thou risest up. — Blessed' $haU thou 
be, when thou oomestin, and bless- 
-ed shaU thou be, .when thou goest 
out. The Lord shall cause thine 
eneinies that rise up against thee, 
to be smitten before thy face ; they 
shall come o^t against thee one 
way, and flee before thee seven 
Deut. vii. 6—9. Deut. li. 18, 19. 
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ways,*— Be strong, and of a good 
courage, fear not, nor be afraid of 
them ; for the Lord thy God, he it 
!s that doth go with thee, he will 
Hoi fail thee, tior forsake the^ ; fear 
not, neither be dismayed. — ^Thc 
Lord's portion, is his people ; Ja- 
cob is the lot of hit inheritance. 
'He found him in a' desert laud, and 
in the waste holding wilderness ; 
he led him about, he insU'ueted 
him, he kept him as the apple of 
his eye. — Thy shoes shall be iron 
and brass : and as thy days, so 
shall thy strength be. — For the 
land whither thou goest in to pos- 
sess it, is not as the land of Egypt, 
from whence ye came out : but the 
land whither ye go io possess it, is

to suffer shame for his name ; and 
take encouragement to go on our 
wayi rejoicing under the consoling 
•hope of obtaining through Him, 
the victory over our spiritual and 
outward enemies, and ultimately of 
receiving the crown of life< And 
let us also remember that we can- 
not give agreater proof of our union 
with Christ, than by obedience to 
his commands, and shewing love 
one towards another. "Without 
" thus following, him we bear but 
" a very imperfect testimony to the 
" superior excellence of the gpspel 
*' dispensation, we give its enemies 
" an opportunity to defame it, and 
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^* prove ourselves to be like the fool* 
<* ish builder upon the sandy foun* 
*' dation, to whom our blessed Re- 
^'deemer compared those who 
^* heard his sayings, but did them 
*^ not. Nevertheless, the truth of 
^< Christianity does not depend up- 
<^ on the conduct of its professors ; 
'* for however inconsistent this may 
^^be, yet, the excellency of the 
*^ Christian faith, and the purity of 
'Mts precepts, will ever bear a 
*^ strong and unequivocal testimony 
^^ against the conduct of those who 
^^hold the truth in unrighteous- 
"ness,"
